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THE HISTORY OF ALLEN’S NURSERIES & SEED HOUSE 


William A. Allen, our founder, was a farmer and orchardist. At this a 
early date, it was very difficult to obtain good fruit trees for the setting of 
new orchards: This forced William Allen into propagating fruit stocks for : 
the expansion of his orchards and replacing the older orchards. Soon — 
friends and neighbors took notice of the fine orchards and high quality 
fruit being produced by the Allen Orchards and contracted with Mr. Allen 
to produce fruit trees for them. This demand for fruit trees lead to the ~ 
establishing of the “Woodbine Nurseries” by William A. Allen, in 1892. — 
As times progressed, so did the ever-growing demand for nursery stock. — 
The orchard operations soon were discontinued and the range of stock 
produced was greatly widened to include shade trees, flowering trees, =f 
ornamental shrubs and many types of flowering plants and bulbs.
